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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts Takauchi et al. does not teach 
a phase reversible material that is stably associated with a high surface area component. In reviewing applicant's specification 
(specifically pages 9-12), there appears to be no special definition provided for the term "stably associated" As previously stated, the 
membrane is considered a high surface area component. While the material may flow within the pores, it does not flow outside the 
membrane itself. This is equivalent to the limitations of the claim, for the material is stably associated with the membrane. Applicant's 
specification discloses and embodiment included within the scope of the claim in which a retaining means is employed to prevent the 
phase reversible material from further flowing (see page, 1 1 of specification). The membrane of Takauchi et al. is considered as an 
equivalent to such retaining means for the polymer material is prevent from flowing out of the boundaries of the membrane (providing 
resistance to change in position), Furthermore, the first polymer also provides resistance to change of position for the movement of the 
second polymer only occurs upon adequate temperature. Until that critical temperature is reached the first polymer provides for a 
resistance to the change in the position of the polymer. As such the previous rejections are hereby maintained. 
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
